I 
don’t think anybody ought to whip 
a girl baby yqunger than three 
weeks old, but you might begin on 


a boy baby the day he is born!” 
That ig, an obvious exaggeration. 
Certainly no good could be accom- 
plished by punishing a child be- 
fore: he knew what was wanted, 
and the tiny baby needs no 
further spank, we suppose, than 
that administered by the doctor 
to make him cry and start him 
off breathing properly. But peo- 
ple are far more likely to do 
wrong by beginning too late about 


the discipline of children.

Proverbs 19:18 says, “Chasten 
thy son while there is hope, and 
let not thy soul spare for his cry- 
ing.” Every parent should begin 
careful, strict control of his chil- 
dren with love and prayer and 
good example and teaching, and 
correction when necessary, ‘“‘while 
there is hope.” It will be too late 
some day to try to curb and con- 
trol that proud and stubborn spirit 
of self-will which every child has 
by nature. Begin early! : 


As soon as the child can well 


understand the orders given by 
his mother or father, he should 
be expected to obey. Before the 
child is a year old, he certainly 
ought to stop crying when spoken 
to, ought to lie still at sleep time, 
if well, ought to give up quietly 
things with which he might hurt 
himself or that he might damage. 
The child who walks certainly 


ought to come to his father or 
mother when told to come. It is 
far easier on both the child and 
on his parents if .the child is 
clearly taught that mother and 
father must be obeyed. I re- 
member with what~-surprise I 
learned that a couple of spanks 
can often settle a baby’s mind 
about the dreaded nap, after he 
has kept the whole household in 
an uproar for a half hour. 


“Chasten thy son while there 
is hope, and let not thy soul spare 


for his crying,” says the Word of 
God,-.-A consistent policy should 
be carried out by the mother and 
father, when discipline is begun 
early, when father and mother 
wisely and kindly follow out a 
simple, godly policy of maintain- 
ing obedience regularly, though 
justice be tempered with mercy 
and love. 


“And let not thy soul spare for 
his crying,” is: the command to 
the father or mother who is to 
“chasten thy son while there is 
hope” (Prov. 19:18). Punishment 
will not often be necessary, per- 
haps, if obedience becomes the 
well-understood requirement, with 
no deviation. But wfen punish- 
ment. must be given, it ought to

be given thoroughly. Many par- 
ents whip a child only enough to 
anger him and arouse resentment. 
I have seen a mother spank a little 
boy or girl and then take a half 


_ hour of petting, trying to win back 


the favor of the angry child. 
Surely that is wrong and contrary 
to this command of the Bible. If 
whipping must be done, then do 
it thoroughly, enough to get re- 
sults; and it will save much trou- 
ble and heartache for both parent 
and child later on. When the 
child’s will is surrendered, when 
there is an honest penitence for 
sin and the offender is willing to 
make right his wrong in loving 
obedience, there is no reason to 
continue the punishment. But un- 
til this attitude of submission is 
reached, “Let not thy soul spare 
for his crying.” My father seemed 


to have a rule to whip until we 


cried and then whip until we 
stopped! And if it was my Dad 
whipping, one would certainly find 
a way to stop crying, though one 
felt he would burst. My dear 
father did not whip often. I only 
remember twice, I think, that he 
whipped me. By the time I was 
nearly four, which is as far back 
as I can well remember, it was 
already established in my heart 
that “Papa” was to be obeyed 
instantly. And I cannot remem- 
ber when I was not tremendously 
grieved if I thought I had grieved 
him. Nor can I ever remember 
the slightest resentment toward 
him for the authority which he 
carried so simply and so grandly! 
And when my father did whip, as 


‘was so rarely necessary, he did a 


thorough job that would always 
be remembered! 


How long should a parent main- 
tain strict discipline over his chil- 
dren? Part of that answer is 
certainly found in Deuteronomy 
21:18-21 where even a grown. son, 
if rebellious and disobedient, a 
glutton and drunkard, is to be 
brought by his own father and 
mother to the elders of the city 
to be publicly condemned and 
stoned. Part of the answer surely 
is found in the fact that Eli, the 
high priest, suffered an eternal 
curse on his household because he 
did not restrain his own grown 
sons! Certainly as long as a 
father and mother support their 
children, that long the children 
ought to be under the full author- 
ity of their parents. Any son or 
daughter who is young enough to 
eat at the father’s table and to be 
provided for by the father’s 
bounty, is young. enough to be 
whipped if necessary. Frankly, it 
would be very rate that a child 
ey reared would need a 

ipping after he. was grown. 

t the authority of father and 
mother should be unquestioned, 
and whatever it takes to maintain 
that authority should be done. In 
my father’s home when I was 
twenty years old I would not have 
thought of disobeying my father, 
nor of speaking discourteously to 
him. And if I had done so, it

And the habit of obedience was so 
strong in me that I think it would 
not even have occurred to me to 
resist my father or even to run 
from him had he decided to chas- 
tise me when- I was grown! 

The other day a gracious south- 
ern lady, a most devoted Christian, ! 
told 'me with deep emotion of the 
last time her mother whipped her. 
She was about to be married and 
the mother was fitting the wed- 
ding dress on her daughter. The 
young bride-to-be was impatient 
and quarrelsome until the mother 
promptly removed the wedding 
gown and soundly whipped her 
daughter a few days before the 
daughter’s wedding! Telling me 
about it, this southern gentle- 
woman told me with a catch in 
her voice over pride in her be- 
loved mother, along with giggles 
over the ludicrous situation, how 
her mother said, “You may be old 
enough to get married, but you 
are not old enough to sass your 
mother; and you are not too old 
to be whipped if you need it”! 
That godly mother of a departed 
generation won for herself a 
reverence and pride that will 
never die in the heart of her 
daughter, because she exercised a 
mother’s authority in righteous- 
ness, and whipped the daughter on 
the eve of her wedding! 


In Cleveland, Ohio, I preached 
on ‘‘The Christian Home,” and a 
man came to tell me of his blessed 
father now in Heaven. “I remem- 
ber so well the last time he 
whipped me,” said this Christian 
man of his father. “He whipped 
me with a buggy whip, and 
whipped me terribly hard. And 
then when it was done he threw 
down the whip and put both arms 


My Cleveland 
friend wept as he remembered it, 
and thanked God for the father 
who made him mind and whipped 
him when he needed it, even 
though he was a grown young 
man, 

The Child Reared In Godly 

Discipline: “When He Is 

Old, He Will Not Depart 

From It” 

Can we so rear our children as 
to guarantee that they will live 
godly lives? That is exactly what 
the Bible teaches! Proverbs 22:6 
says, “Train up a child in the way 
he should go: and when he is old, 
he will not depart from it.” The 
Revised Version is a little clearer, 
I think, and says, “Even when he 
is old he will not depart from it.” 
Even when a child is grown, away 
from home, away from the re- 
straints of father and mother, he 
will never depart from the train- 
ing he had as a child, if he were 
really reared in the way he should 
go, says the Scripture. 

I well know that there is more 
to good parenthood than whipping 
children. .There ought to be godly 
example day by day. Children 
ought to be taught to work. There 
ought to be much Bible teaching. 
There ought to be much prayer. 
Children ought to be won to Christ 
at an early age. But certainly 
the very backbone of child-rearing 
is discipline, being taught to obey, 
taught to do right, ruled lovingly 
in the ways of righteousness by

I had the Scripture aerinuits 
challenged one day. I was a young 


on the Christian home and used, 
this Scripture in Proverbs 22:6 
as a text,.a prominent man in the 
church, deeply distressed, asked 
me to go to his home with him. 
There he told me, “Pastor, what 
you preached this morning is not 


up a child in the way he should 
go he would never depart from it. 


I did bring up my _ boy right.” 
“But,” I said, “that is not my 
statement. That is a statement 
from the Word of God. Here it 
is in the Scripture, ‘Train up a 
child in the way he should go: 
and when he is<old, he will not 
depart from it.’ You are chal- 
lenging the Word of God.” 


“Then, if the Bible says that, 
the Bible is wrong,” he replied, 
“I know I did bring up my boy 
right. I am not to blame that he 
went wrong.” 


I told him that no man had a 
right to maintain membership in 
a church of Jesus Christ and deny 
one verse in the Bible. And since 
he had made an issue of the mat- 
ter and declared that the Bible 
teaching of Proverbs 22:6 was-un- 
true I demanded to know where 
his boy was. At first he refused 
to tell me, out of embarrassment 
and shame. But when I insisted, 
he said that the boy was in the 
Texas State Penitentiary at 
Huntsville, Texas. “But I know 
I raised my boy right,” he said. 
“IT am not to blame that my boy 
has gone wrong.” 


Since he had made God’s Word 
out to be a lie, I determined to 
go to the heart of the matter, and 
I said, “You say you raised your 
boy right. Then tell me this, did 
you whip your boy and make him 
mind? Did you make him get up 
the first time he was called? Did 
you require that he say, ‘Yes, Sir! 
and, ‘Yes, Ma’m!’ to you and his 
mother? -Did you whip the boy | 
and make him obey?” 


He replied, “You. are young and 
you think such a rule will fit 


everybody. My boy was high- 
strung and nervous. One could 
not bear down .on him arply 


and demand strict obedience like 
one can with some children. He 
wouldn’t take it. He was too 
nervous!” 


(Incidentally, I remember that 
I was -.very nervous and high- 
strung as a boy, too. But my 
father solved that difficulty very 
easily. He just got more nervous 
than I did!) 

“So you did not make your boy 
mind. You did not believe the 
Scripture that says, “The rod and 
reproof give wisdom; but.a child 
left to himself bringeth his mother 
to shame.’ You did not believe 
the Scripture that says, ‘Correct 
thy son, and he shall give thee 
rest; yea, he shall give delight 
unto thy soul’ (Prov. 29:15,17). 
And your boy is in the peniten- 
tiary and you blame God! Tell 
me another thing. Did you have 
a family altar at your house? 
Deuteronomy 6:6-9 commands the 
father to teach the words of the 
Bible diligently to his children, 
to talk of them when he rises up 
and sits down, and to have them 
on the walls of his house. Did 
you have family worship? Did 
you have prayer and Bible reading 
in your home every day? Did 
your boy learn the Bible in the 
home and learn to pray?” 

He replied, “You city people 
may have time for that, but we 
farmers have to get up early and 
work long hours. We didn’t have 
time for any foolishness.” The 
boy who didn’t have time for fif- 
teen minutes or thirty minutes 
daily of family worship, had -plenty 
of time to spend several years in 
the penitentiary! (And this man 
certainly misjudged me if he 
thought I was from the city!) 

“So you didn’t make your boy

Let me ask one more ques- 
tion,” I said. “Did you ever take 
the Bible and tell. your boy that 
you wanted to show him how to 
be saved? Did you ever try to 
lead your boy to trust in Jesus 
as his Saviour and give his heart 
and life to God? Did you ever 
try to get your boy saved while 
he was at home with you?” I 
asked. 


“IT will have you to know that 
I am a Baptist,” he said, “And 
we don’t believe in dragging little 
children into the church before 
they know what it is all about.” 


It is a pity that he was such a 
good Baptist. that he never talked 
to his child about being saved. 


This father did not believe the 
Bible was true. He denied the 
truth of the Scripture, “train. up 
a child in the way he should go: 
and when he is old, he will not 
depart from it.” Yet he himself 
had never whipped his son, never 
demanded and never gotten obedi- 
ence. He had never taught the 
child the Word of God. He had 
never had a family altar with 
Bible reading and prayer in the 
home. He had never tried to 
show the lad that he was a sinner 
and needed a Saviour, never tried 
to bring him to trust in Jesus and 
know him as his own Saviour in 
the forgiveness of sins. And now 
that the boy was in a state peni- 
tentiary for his crimes against so- 
ciety, the father insisted that he 
had reared the boy aright! But 
you and I know that the father 
was to blame. You and I know 
that by any Bible standard he 
had not reared his child for God, 
had not brought him up “in the 
nurture and admonition of the 
Lord,” 


Sometime ago a mother asked 
me to pray for her grown, mar- 
ried son. “He is a drunkard, a 
blasphemer, and living in terrible 
sin,” said the mother, “but I know 
he was reared right and I believe 
he will come back to it when he 
is older,” she said. Butethat is a 
misapplication of Proverbs 22:6. 
The Bible never promises that a 
child who goes off in outrageous 
sin will'come back to the way of 
his godly parents. The Bible 
plainly teaches that such a child, 
brought up as he ought to be in 
the fear of God and according to 
the Bible pattern, will never de- 
part from that general course of 
an upright, moral, godly life. 

Of course, the children who are 
led to Christ ifi the home, children 
who are taught the Scriptures, 
children who are disciplined care- 
fully and nurtured under the 
authority of a godly father and 
mother will make mistakes and 
will not be perfect. But the course 
of their lives will follow that 
which they learned at home. If 
the father and mother use the 
means at hand, follow the Bible 
plans of discipline and teaching 
and example and prayer, then the 
mother and father can safely lean 
on the promise of God’s Word 
that the child will never forget 
his rearing and never leave that 
upright course he was taught in 
the home! And what a blessed, 
blessed promise is that on which 
every parent can lean. Here is a 
Scripture that can guarantee the 
happy, moral, upright future of 
our children if we believe it and 
act upon it in time.

She be- 
lieved the Scripture that “The 
blueness of a wound 
away evil: so do stripes the in- 
ward paris of the belly” (Prov. 
20:30). | 

She believed the teaching of the 
Scriptures that one who is not 
chastised is treated as a bastard 
not as. a legitimate son (Heb. 
12:7,8). 


In The Heart of John Wesley’s

“Conquer the Child’s Will” 

“In order to form the minds of 
children, the first thing to be done 
is to conquer their, will, and bring 
them to an obedient temper. To 
inform the understanding is a 
work of time, and must with chil- 
dren proceed by slow degrees as 
they are able to bear it: but the 
subjecting the will is a _ thing 
which must be done at once; and 
the sooner the, better. For by 
neglecting timely correction, they 
will contract a stubbornness and 
obstinacy which is Lardly ever 
after conquered; and never, with- 
out using such severity as would 
be as painful to me as to the child. 
In the esteem of the world they 
pass for kind and indulgent, whom 
I call cruel, parents, who permit 
their children to get habits which 
they know must be afterwards 
broken. Nay, some are so stupidly 
fond, as in sport to teach their 
children to do things which, in a 
while after, they have severely 
beaten them for doing. 


“Whenever a child is corrected, 
it must be conquered; and this 
will be no hard matter to do, if 
it be not grown headstrong by 
too much indulgence. And when 
the will of a child is totally sub- 
dued, and it is brought to revere 
and stand in awe of the parents, 
then a great many childish follies 
and inadvertences may be passed 
by. Some should be overlooked 
and taken no notice of, and others 
mildly reproved; but no wilful 
transgression ought ever to be 


forgiven children, without “= 


tisement, less or more, as t 
nature and circumstances of the’. 
offence require. 


“I insist upon conquering the 
will of children betimes, because 
this is the only strong and ra- 
tional foundation of a religious 
education; without which both 
precept and example will be in- 
effectual. But when this is thor- 
oughly done, then a child is cap- 
able of being governed by the 
reason and piety of its parents, 
till its own understanding comes 
to maturity, and the principles of 
religion have taken root: in the 
mind. \! 

“I cannot yet dismiss this sub- 
ject. <As self-will is the root of 
all sin and 
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and not our own: that the one 
grand impediment to our temporal 
and eternal happiness being this 
self-will, no indulgences of it can 
be trivial, no denial unprofitable. 
Heaven or hell depends on. this 
alone. So that the parent who 
studies to subdue it in his child, 
works together with God in the 
renewing and saving a soul. .The 
parent who indulges it does the 
devil’s work, makes religion im- 
practicable, salvation unattain- 
able; and does all that in him 
lies to damn his child, soul and 
body for ever.

which they were made to say at 
rising and bed-time constantly; to 
which, as they grew bigger, were 
added a short prayer for their

“They were very early made to 
distinguish the Sabbath from other 
days; before they could well speak 
or go. They were as soon taught 
to be still at family prayers, and 
to ask a blessing immediately 
after, which they used to do by 
signs, before they could Kneel or 
speak. 


“They were quickly made to 
understand they might have noth- 
ing they cried for, and instructed 
to. speak handsomely for what 
they wanted. They were not suf- 
fered to ask even the lowest 
servant for aught without saying, 
‘Pray give me such a thing’; and 
the servant was chid, if she ever 
let them omit that word.” 


Thus Susannah Wesley, saint of 
God, reared those great men 
whose influence kept millions out 
of Hell. Surely she proved well 
enough the truth of the Scripture 
that though “A child left to him- 
self bringeth his mother to 
shame,” the converse is also true, 
“The rod and reproof give wis- 
dom,” and “Correct thy son, and 
he shall give thee rest; yea, ye 
shall give delight unto thy soul.” 


How Whipping Children Keeps 
~ Them Out of Hell! 


There is a _ strange, strange 
statement in Proverbs 23:13,14. 

“Withhold not correction from 
the child: for if thou beatest him 
with the rod, he shall not die. 
Thou shalt beat him with the rod, 
and shalt deliver his soul from 
hell.” 


‘If you beat your child with a 
rod, he shall not die,’ says the 


Scripture. And the Scripture not 
only means that whipping does not 
kill a child, does not harm him; 
it also means that whipping is 
likely to save his life. The child 
who is properly yerionge ey is much 
more likely to live long and 
useful life.

in.. So the Scripture encourages 

parents with these words, “With- 
hold not correction from the child: 
for if thou beatest him with the 
rod, he shall not die. ‘Thou shalt 
beat him with the rod, and shalt 
deliver his soul from hell.” 
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The word for Hell here is the 
Hebrew. word Sheol. which gen- 
erally means the place of de- 
parted spirits. But the usage in 


‘the Old Testament tends con- 


tinually toward regarding Sheol 
as the place of torment of _the 


word Hades in the Greek, is 
equivalent to the Hebrew word 
Sheol, and when’Jesus told about 
the rich man who “died, and was 
buried; And in hell he lift up his 
eyes, being in torments,” He used 
the word Hades. So, although the 
Scripture says that good whipping 
at the proper time will keep a 
boy from a premature death, the 
Scripture also means what it says 
in the English, “Thou shalt beat 
him with the rod, and shalt de- 
liver his soul from hell.” 

One of the saddest things I have 
learned in preaching in city mis- 
sions, in jails, and in street serv- 


ices all over America is that often 


a criminal behind the bars, or a 
poor drunken bum on the street 
will say to me, “Sure, sure, I know 
all about that.. I have read ‘that 
Scripture many times. My father 
was a Methodist preacher,” or 
“my father was a Baptist deacon.” 
Many men have turned out to be 
criminals, many are outrageous 
Sinners, who grew up in the home 
of devout Christians. Beyond any 
shadow of doubt, for a father and 
mother to be good Christians in 
the home is not enough. Good 
examples alone do not guarantee 
that the children will turn out 
moral and upright and religious. 
Even the reading of. the Bible and 
prayer in the home are not enough 
to guarantee that the children will 
become good Christians. There 
must also be a discipline, the re- 
proof of sin and its punishment. 
Fathers are to bring their children 
up “in the nurture and admonition 
of the Lord,” that is, in. the 
chastening and teaching of the 
Lord. 


To a mother who begged Dr. 
Bob Jones, Sr., to pray for her 
son, Dr. Jones said, “My praying 
won't take the place of your 
whipping.” Children who are not 
taught to respect authority in the 
home will not respect it abroad. 
Children who rebel against fathers 
and mothers and get by with it, 
will rebel against God. The child 
who.is not made to heed his par- 
ents, may never heed Phe call of 
the Spirit of God to be converted. 

Chastisement, done earnestly 
and with justice, yet tempered 
with mercy; chastisement done in 
the name of Jesus does two things 
for a child permanently. First, 
the child learns that sin does not 
pay. He comes to realize the fact 
so often expressed in the Bible 
that “Be sure your sins will find 
you out” (Num. = 32:23); that 
“Whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap” (Gal. 6:7); 
that “The wages of sin is death” 
(Rom. 6:23). Any child properly 
reared, punished for his sins, re- 
warded for his obedience, com- 
pelled to defer to the divine au- 
thority as it has been entrusted 
to the hands of his father and 
mother—any child so reared, I 
say, will have a continual sub- 
conscious realization that sin is 
certain to come to judgment. And 
that conviction is the background 
of all true repentance. Such a 
child is the most fruitful kind of 
a gospel subject. : 

Second, the child properly pun- 
ished for his sins grows a con- 
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when he does wrong. Not only 
does the child properly reared feel 
instinctively that sin must come 
to judgment, but he comes.to take 
the side of right in his own con- 
science and holds himself ac- 
countable for his sins. The child 


who is compelled to do right and 
is punished for sin, along with 
the proper teaching and the prop- 
er example, will want to do right. 
Such children who have come 
to recognize the importance of 
right and wrong, who have come 
to have a conscience constantly 
alive and dealing with them about 
every action, are predisposed to 
hear the gospel. It-is much easier 
to get them to have a sense of 
conviction for their sins and to 
have a sense of need for God and 
a desire to be saved. The easiest 
people in the world to win to 
Christ are those who have already 
a deep conscience on the question 
of right and wrong, those who 
have a reverence for God, a sense 
of responsibility to Him, and a 
fear of the results of sin. 
In a town where I was pastor 
there lived an unsaved man and 
wife, with a large family of chil- 
dren. The man did not attend 
church, and I could not win him 
to Christ. But it happened that 
he was specially strict in rearing 
his children. He never allowed 
them out in bad company. They 
must be home by a certain time 
each night. Even the boy twenty 
years old was held strictly to ac- 
count, could only keep company 
with an approved list of friends, 
and must be in his own home by 
a set time each night. And the 
father whipped his children sound- 
ly when necessary to enforce his 
strict discipline. They loved their 
father, of course; but they also 
feared him in a reverential way. 
It was my privilege to talk to 
these young people in the home 
of the unsaved father and one by 
one I lead them to trust in Christ. 
I never found people with more 
tender hearts. I never found lost 
sinners more quick to confess 
their sins and with tears of pen- 
itence, to turn to Christ for mercy 
and salvation! Their father’s ex- 
ample had not been good in the 
matter of serving God, but his 
strict rearing had made them fit 
subjects for the gospel. The seed 
fell on good soil, soil that had 
been properly plowed, when it fell 
into their hearts. 


Children properly reared can be 
easily won to Christ. But children 
who are reared in rebellion, reared 
ta “have their own way, reared 
with never a thought of punish- 
ment for their sins, are often 
calloused and rebellious and with- 
out any respect for God and His 
Word. They have no sense of 
shame for their sins, no fear of 
God, nor of coming judgment. 


The Bible is true, then, when 
it says, “Withhold not correction 


themselves, say some not-very- 
intelligent people. 

Is an armed policeman unfair 
when with a gun and handcuffs 
at hand he arrests a burglar? Is 


a teacher unfair who takes au- 
thority over children in the school, 
decides what the lesson will be, 
how much written work will be 
required, just because she is in 
authority, and does not give a 
child an equal chance to decide 
about the lesson and work he is 
to do? That is silly on the face 
of it. If whipping is unfair, then 
any kind of punishment by any 
authority in the world would be 
unfair. That silly objection strikes 
at all authority in home and 
school and state and _ business. 
The truth is, that God gives the 
father more strength and more 
wisdom along with his authority, 
just as the government gives the 
policeman a gun along with his 
badge. That strength and author- 
ity ought to be used to punish 
Sin or prevent it. 

It is true that a whipping in- 
flicts pain, But does that make it 
wrong? So does filling or pulling 
a tooth by the dentist cause pain. 
So does a tonsil operation by a 
surgeon. The end in view justifies 
some pain. And the end in view 
in whipping children justifies some 
pain. By learning that fire burns, 
a child learns to keep out of the 
fire. By Yearning that sim brings 
punishment, children learn to keep 
from sin. In Hebrews 12:7 God 
says, “If ye endure chastening 
(whipping), God dealeth with you 
as with sons.” Hebrews 12:11, in 
the same chapter, says, “Now no 
chastening for the present seemeth 
to be joyous, but grievous: never- 
theless afterward it yieldeth the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness 
unto them which are exercised 
thereby.” The results of whip- 
ping; done for righteousness sake, 
are peaceable and happy, not 
brutal. 


2. “I believe in ruling by love, 
and not by force.” Many a person 
has said that. And all of us know 
that parents should love their chil- 
dren, bosses should love their 
workers, rulers should love their 
citizens, teachers should love their 
pupils. God loves His own crea- 
tures and pours upon us blessings 
unnumbered every day. Yet, God’s 
great love does not make it un- 
necessary for Him to punish sin. 
He still punishes His own children, 
“scourgeth every son whom. he 
receiveth,” says the Scripture. 


“I love my boy too much to 
whip him,” said a mother. But 
that was really a dishonest an- 
swer, aS well as an untrue one. 
Proverbs 13:24 says, “He that 
spareth his rod hateth his son: 
but he that loveth him chasteneth 
him betimes.” If that woman 
had really loved her son, she 
would not have wanted him. to 
grow up a criminal, as many un- 

disciplined children do. She would 
from the child: for if thou beatest .

wants. So the mother who thought 
she loved her son too much to 
whip him, really loved her own 
ease too much. She had no in- 
tegrity, no principle, no convic- 
tion, which she loved enough to 
d. right, enduring some pain to 
please God and for the good of 
her son. Certainly whipping is 
hard on the mother or father who 
love their children. But that is 
not as hard as later seeing them 
‘come to trouble and ruin because 
they were not disciplined in child- 
hood. And intelligent parents had 
better do right and save later 
trouble by whipping in time and 
being happy later. 
And do you think that all chil- 
dren would do right without any 
punishment if they were loved? 
Then, all of human authority is 
wrong. If that silly theory be 
right, then it is wrong to have 
policemen, wrong to have courts, 
wrong to have traffic rules and 
penalties, wrong to have laws 
against murder or theft or adul- 
tery. If that silly theory be right, 
then God is wrong to punish His 
own children, wrong to send pun- 
ishment on sin, wrong to send 
sinners to Hell! 


That foolish theory that love 
can rule adequately without any 
punishment for sin denies every 
fundamental doctrine of the Bible. 
It denies the fact of man’s fallen 


in every child. It denies the in- 
spiration of, the Bible which so 
clearly commands us to whip chil- 
dren. That silly theory teaches 
that God is brutal and mean to 
have a Hell of torment, or to 
bring sinners to judgment. Such 
an idea that love can rule ade- 
quately without punishment, is 
wholly unChristian and_ anti- 
Scriptural. Bible Christians must 
accept it as a doctrine of God that 
sin needs to be punished and that 
when sin is unpunished men and 
women, boys-and girls go further 
into sin. Real love in the hearts 
of parents for their children will 
help them to punish sin and grow 
good men and women, afraid of 
sin and loving righteousness. 

3. “Whipping is likely to break 
their little wills.” Surely this ex- 
cuse was invented by somebody 
who never had a child of his own. 
When you have had six as I have, 
and have earnestly tried to bring 
ther. up in the nurture and ad- 
monition of the Lord, you will 
find out their “little wills” are 
not so easily broken as you sup- 
pose. Self-will is the very heart 
of all sin. Isaiah 53:6 says, “All 
we like sheep have gone astray; 
we have turned every one to his 
own way.” There is no danger 
of an honest whipping, in a 
righteous cause, breaking ‘the will

radical change of life while the 
teachings of the others leave their 
leaders spiritually dead?

THE UNITY OF THE BOOK 


The Bible contains sixty-six 
books, written by thirty-six men, 
covering a period of 1600 years. 
The writers represented many 
classes such as_ kings, poets, 
Shepherds, | fishermen, 
musicians and others. They were 
widely separated. Daniel was 
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prime minister in Babylon; Paul 
was two years a prisoner in Rome; 
Moses was a great general leading 
2,000,000 people through the Ara- 
bian desert; John was a humble 
fisherman on the sea of Galilee; 
David was a conquering king on 
the throne of Judah; Jeremiah was 
a hated prophet imprisoned in a 
muddy cistern in Jerusalem. Yet 
all their writings have the same 
theme and spirit. :

If someone had written 300 
years ago that you would be read- 
ing this booklet now, you would 
say that their knowledge was-truly 
supernatural.

I camped for a week 
in Petra, its ancient capital, and 
the desolation was very depress- 
ing. Nota soul lived there (Jer. 
49:17). The Bible is the only book 
that has dared to guarantee such 
predictions. 

At the time when the East gate 


jof Jerusalem was a popular en- 


trance, Ezekiel prophesied that it 
would be shut, “because the Lord, 
the God of Israel hath entered in 
by it, therefore it shall be shut.” 
It was the gate of Christ’s Trium- 


'phal Entry. Four hundred years 


ago sultan Sulieman walled it up 
and it is still shut (Ezek. 44:2).

Today every 
building is gone and the site is 
covered with truck gardens and 
weeds (Micah 3:12). When Jeru- 
salem was at the pinnacle of its 


grandeur, Christ prophesied that 


not one stone of the Temple 
should be left upon another (Matt. 
24:2). Only forty years elapsed 
before it was fulfilled. The word 
of the Lord standeth sure. When 
Jeremiah declared that Jerusalem 
would be rebuilt out as far as 
Gareb and Goath and on the king’s 
wine-press, the people must have 
said, “Impossible!” 
could not be walled in, But now 
the city does not need walls and 


it is. growing far afield, even be- 


yond these places (Jer. 31:38«40); 


Zechariah said Jerusalem should 
be inhabited as “towns without 
walls.” He foresaw the present 
“colonies” grouped in the suburbs 
like separate towns (Zech. 2:4). 


Ezekiel prophesied that the deso- 
late land should become like’ the 
Garden of Eden. In. the last 
twenty years thousands of acres 
of swamp and marsh land have 
been reclaimed and _ colonized 
(Ezek. 30:33-35). Isaiah said the 
land would be. planted. with 
“strange slips’ and thousands of 
Eucalyptus trees- have been im- 
ported by the Jews to overcome 
malaria (Isa. 17:10). Isaiah .also 
predicted that a highway should 
be opened between Egypt and 
Assyria. Formerly the caravan 
route went through Edom but God 
said that way would be closed and 
sure ‘enough it is closed and the 
traffic goes by Beisan across the 
Jordan.

He said 
also that in the last days He would 
bring them back to Palestine and 
a surprising number have gone 
back since the war.

right. There was something wrong 
with that statement, something 
that did not ring true. If the man 
had something, he certainly didn’t 
lack it. No, the thing he lacked 
was that he needed an experience 
of grace with the Lord Jesus 
Christ. The thing that he lacked 
was the salvation of his soul. 

I want us to analyze this boy’s 
experience. I want to give you 
an outline of something that is 
happening in Chicago; in Nash- 
ville, where Brother Lewis comes 
from; in Fort Worth, where I 
come from; and, for that matter, 
to the ends of America; to the 
ends of the earth. This story con- 
taining the statement of this 
young man’s attitude towards Jesus 
Christ is a vivid, true to every-day 
life, portrait sized description of 
almost every sinner with whom I 
have ever talked in my life, espe- 
cially every Gentile sinner. You 
say, ““Well, what about Jewish sin- 
ners?” Jews are trained against 
Christ, and there is a little differ- 
ent angle of approach to their 
minds. Let us consider the out- 
line. It is superbly clear. It will 
help. you with yourself. It will 
serve you with others. 

He Sought the Right Person 

The first thing about this young 
fellow was that he came to the 
right Person. He came to the 
right Person. There is nobody in 
the world who can give us salva- 
tion except the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Last night I told the people in 
the Bethany Reformed Church 
that when Jesus Christ came down 
from glory, when He was born of 
the virgin Mary, when He died 
for our sins, when He was raised 
from the dead, His life, His death, 
His resurrection, tied the hands of 
God in two ways. First, God can- 
not save anybody without Jesus 
Christ. Second, God must save 
everybody who comes to Him in 
Jesus Christ. Not even God can 
forgive our sins outside of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. This boy came 
to the right Person. 

Here in Chicago, for instance, 


with all the great churches that 


you have, with all the matchless 
radio programs, with all the 
Bibles, the religious tracts, with 
the multitudes of Christians con- 


|great numbers have approached 
the Lord Jesus Christ in the sense 
of knowing their need of Him. 
They realize that they are not 
Christians. They realize that they 
are lost. They realize that they 
are .Sinners. They realize they 
need something they do not have. 
They realize that Jesus Christ is 
the only One who can give it to 
them. This young man came to 
the right Person. 

If you want salvation, if you 
want separation, if you want 
sanctification, if you want fruitful- 
ness in service, there is no other 
source for it in all the world ex- 
cept the Lord Jesus Christ. He 
is the source; He is the supply; 
He is the sum; He is the substance 
of it all. In Him and in Him 
alone, will you find satisfaction. 

He Came In The Right Spirit 

Second, he same in the right 
spirit. First, he came in a hurry. 
Second, he came kneeling: Every- 
body ought to be in a hurry to be 
saved. Surely your hearts will 
say Amen to that. Why, people 
are in a hurry to make money. 
People are in a hurry to stuff 
themselves with vitamins for their 
health. People are in a hurry to 
rush the season and get into 
spring clothes. Life is just one 
hurry, hurry, hurry in every direc- 
tion. But, my friends, there is 
just one thing in all this world 
worth hurrying after, and that is 
the eternal welfare, the everlast- 
ing well-being of your souls, your 
salvation in the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Yet the heart-breaking thing is 
that people will hurry after every 
will-o’-the-wisp that the devil sug- 
gests, every fantasy the world has 
to propose, every fancy the flesh 
may crave, but when it comes to 
salvation, when it involves life 
eternal, they go at a snail’s pace, 
if they go at all. You have to 
keep on pressing, pleading, invit- 
ing, beseeching, weeping, agoniz- 
ing, to get them to come to meet- 
ing, let alone to close with the 
offer of God’s mercy. Oh, what 
fools these mortals be! God shake 
them up, wake them up, break 
them up that they may see the 
true proportion of things. 

But the boy came,not only in 


a hurry, he came kneeling at the 


j stant torment of soul. 


stantly bearing a true witness, 
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feet of the Lord Jesus. I wish I 
had time to go into detail about 
that. It is very important. You 
must humble yourself to be saved. 
You must stoop down low before 
the God of all the earth. You 
must cast every bit of your pride 
behind your back. You are in the 
presence of the Majesty on high. 

There_is a story told. in my 
Southland of a colored slave who 


had an- irascible, very proud 
master. ‘Trouble came to that 
master. One day he hunted up 


that slave and asked him what 
he had to do to be saved. The 
Negro knew about -the Master’s 
terrible pride, about his terrible 
temper, his terrible irascibility. 
So he said, “Boss, if you want to 
be saved, you botta go with me 
to the pigpen and kneel down in 
the filth and ask God to forgive 
you of your sins.” The white man 
drawing back his hand smashed 
it into the Negro’s face, throwing 
him against the side of the house, 
and walked away in his bitter 
pride. : 

But the Lord didn’t leave the 
white man alone. He was in con- 
Finally he 
came to the Negro again bitterly 
saying, “All right, let’s go to the 
pigpen.” The Negro began to clap 
his hands and shout. “Boss,” he 
said, ‘‘you don’t have to go to the 
pigpen. You can be saved right 
here.” 


I found out a long time ago that 
until you humble yourself before 
God, until you realize the defile- 
ment, the corruption, the evil, 
the iniquity of your soul; until 
you are willing to take your place 
with the dirtiest drunk; with the 
cheapest harlot, with the vilest 
jailbird, you are never going to 
know salvation, no, not in ten mil- 
lion years. 


If the President of the United 
States of America were to walk 
into this Victory Center, we would 
ali rise to our feet to do him 
honor. <A greater than President 
Roosevelt, Jesus Christ, is here; 
and it does not bemean any man 
to humble himself, or any woman 
to humble herself, before Jesus. 
Who are you, and who is your 
father that you should clasp your 
filthy rags of abominable self- 
righteousness about you and be- 
come haughty in the face of the 
Lord of Creation? 


He Asked the Right Question 


This boy came to the right ‘Per- 
son. He came in the right spirit. 
He came with the right question, 
the most important question in all 
the world, “What shall I do that 
I may inherit eternal life?” That 
is more important than “What 
shall I do that I may eat?” That 
is more important than “What 
shall I do to get an education?” 
That is more important than 
“What shall I do to get married?” 
That’ is more important than 
“What shall I do to buy insur- 
ance?” That is more important 
than what shall I do in any other 
experience, venture, or adventure 
of any of our lives. If you have 
eternal life, you have everything. 
If you do not have eternal life, 
if -you will permit the expression, 
“vou ain’t got nothing.” You 
don’t have a thing. You just don’t 
have a thing! It will all, every 
bit of it turn to ashes, to gall, te 
bitter. wormwood. When the un- 
dertaker crosses your hands over 
your body in the sleep of death,

You say, “Preacher, wait a 
minute. You have left out part 
of it. Jesus said, ‘Sell whatsoever 
thou hast and give to the poor.’” 
Well, my friends, I don’t believe 
that applies to very many of us, 
because if it did somebody would 
have to sell.what they have in 
order to give it to us. We are 


the poor of the earth; at least, 
rwe are a long ways from being 


the rich. But as far as the gen- 
eral rule is concerned, the second 
part of that appeal: ‘Come, take 
up the cross and follow me,” is the 
word that the Lord Jesus Christ 
directs to every one of us. My 
friends, there is no salvation ‘un- 
less we obey the matchless Son 
of God. Hear me again! You 
know the great majority of the 
people of this town believe that 
Jesus Christ is the Son of God. 
They believe that He died for 
their sins. They believe that He 
was raised from the dead. They 
believe that He can save them. 
But that is not enough. That is 
Faith without works 
is dead. The devils in Hell believe 
and tremble. If your faith is 
evangelical faith, if your faith is 
evangelistic faith, if it is saving 
faith, it will be followed by “come, 
take up thy cross and follow me.” 
He got the right answer. And you 
here—and you out yonder on the 
radio, the best I know how, I have 
been letting the Holy Spirit use 
me to write on your hearts, to 
inscribe on your souls, to indite 
on your minds. the words, the very 
words, the blazing, compassionate 
appeal of God, “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt 
be saved.”

(Continued from page three) 
of a child. There is not even any 
danger of its breaking his self- 
respect, if it be done honorably 
by godly parents, for a good 
reason. | 

Break the child’s will? Do you 


mean whipping would give a child 
an inferiority complex, make him 
indecisive, vacillating, without 
convictions? Like Admiral Dewey 
I suppose? Like John and Charles 
Wesley, like Benjamin Franklin, 
like George Washington? These 
great men, chastised when they 
needed it, reared up to obey or- 
ders, seemed to have had plenty 
of will left! Actually, children 
who are taught obedience, made 
to give up rebellion; children who 
are chastised for sin really come 
to have more convictions, have 
more standards of right and 
wrong. A child who early in life 
develops great standards of right 
and wrong, justice and truth and 
discipline and self-control, by hav- 
ing parents who really exercise 
authority over them until they 
are well enough developed and 
grown up enough to control them- 
selves—such children have a far 
better basis of sound character, 
a better set of moral standards 
and convictions with which to 
meet life’s problems. How I thank 
God that this overbearing will of 
my own, this flaming temper, this 
domineering spirit was curbed in 
youth and held in check by godly 
authority in the home until I de- 
veloped conscience enough, and 
habits sufficient and convictions 
strong enough to control them 
myself! 

4, “But it is dangerous to thwart 
a child’s desires,” say some pseudo- 
psychologists. “Whipping may 
leave a child with repressed de- 
sires, and inner rebellion that may 
ruin his.life.’” That is a sample 
of the bosh taught in some uni- 
versities, taught in child-psychol- 
ogy courses, the piffle taught by 
lecturers to clubs of silly women 
who do not care ot the Bible 
or God. 


The simple truth is that the 
quickest -way to straighten: out 
the sub-conscious mind of a child 
and stop that inner rebellion, that 
sense of frustration, that spirit 
of “I'll get even,” or “T’d like to 
kill my Dad and my Mother,” is 
a good old-fashioned thrashing. 
That works even in the cradle. 
Many, many times I have seen a 
child scream and howl] for his own 
way, fight his mother or father, 
yelling defiance, for a half hour 
at a time. Then finally I have 
seen the mother or father with a 
few vigorous blows settle the 
whole matter. The spanked child 
would suddenly give up his rebel- 
lion, would cling in penitence to 
his mother or father, and when 
assured of forgiveness would 
peacefully go to sleep within a 
minute of time! - 


What is wrong with a lot of 
these criminals who are enemies 
of society, rebels against all au- 
thority is simply that they never 
got whipped enough, never got 
really conquered, and so never 
learned to conquer themselves. 
What is wrong with these wild 
delinquent children, filling the 
jails, young people who are the 
burden of law enforcement of- 
ficers, of teachers and parents 
alike, is simply that they need 
some strong authority to take 
them in hand and make them do 
right. The best balanced, most 
complacent, happy personalities in 


the worki are those who early 


CHILDREN 


learned to submit to authority, 
and by being exercised by chas- 
tisement found it yielded “the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness,” 
as the Scripture plainly promises 
(Heb. 12:11). 

5. “But chiliren who are 


whipped will hate their father or 
their mother,” says some theorist 
who never tried it, probably never 
had a child. A lady columnist 
wrote, “I am sure I should have 
hated my mother if she had 
whipped me.” But the poor, ig- 
norant lady would never have 
talked so silly if she had had 
proper rearing. Do yeu mean that 
citizens hate a government which 
enforces its laws? All the evi- 
dence proves the contrary. A 
righteous government which vig- 
orously enforces righteous laws 
and punishes crime, finds that 
crime decreases and the citizen- 
ship is loyal and patriotic. On 
the other hand, when law enforce- 
ment lags, then the whole moral 
fiber of the nation dissolves. Do 
you mean that John and Charles 
Wesley hated their mother, Su- 
sannah Wesley, because they were 
beaten when they needed it? 
Then you do not know the story 
of the Wesleys! All over America 
men and women have told me with 
tears how they revered the 
mother or father: who reared them 
strictly, whipped them when nec- 
essary, and brought them up in 
the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord. 


ways of punishing children than 
by whipping,” some people say. 
In answer, I will admit there are 
times when other punishments 
seem indicated. No doubt the 
child who scatters things on the 
floor should be-made to pick them 
up, and sometimes if Sally pulls 
the hair out of Mary’s doll baby, 
it may be she should give up her 
own doll in exchange. Sometimes 
the boy who is not a good boy 
through the week should not be 
allowed to ge to the picnic on 
Saturday. I say that sometimes 


other punishments sometimes 
ought to be given besides whip- 
ping. 

But the fact remains that whip- 
ping has a place that nothing else 
can fill in rearing children. 


For one thing, it is clearly com- 
manded in the Bible. The Bible 
never commands fathers to make 
their children stand in the corner, 
or to get down from the table, or 
to go to bed early, or to stay in 
the house when other boys play 


whipping children is that the 
Bible plainly commands it. And 
for a Christian who believes that 
the Bible is God’s Word there is 
no answer to that argument. 


But there are good reasons back 
of God’s plan, as is true in every 
case. For one thing, whipping 
settles ‘the matter quickly and 
definitely and can bring a child 
to penitence and confession at 
once. Suppose a child has to stay 
in after school for a week. No 
teacher knows for sure. that the 
boy will be penitefft at the end 
of a week, honestly sorry for his 
sins, and resolve to do better. 
But a good, solid whipping could 
continue until the will were thor- 
oughly subdued and until the boy 
penitently promised to do better. 
After all, no punishment does any 
good which does not affect the 
rebellious will of the chikd. And

the punishment should be directly 
connected with the offense, and 


ball. The biggest argument for 


further punishment is not neces- 
sary, I believe, after there is a 
deep-seated resolve to do right 
and a genuine penitence for sin 
committed in the heart of the 
offender. As Proverbs 20:30 says, 
“The bjueness of a wound 
cleanseth away evil: so do stripes 
the inward parts of the belly.” 
Stripes do something for the re- 
bellious, fallen nature of a child 
that cannot be done by other 
forms of punishment, it appears 
from the Scripture and from ex- 
perience. 

If little Sally pulled the hair 
from the head of Mary’s doll, 
then having to give up her own 
doll might make her only more 
resentful, more determined to get 
even with Sally some other way. 


A sound spanking at the same 
time, with proper apologies and 
some genuine plan of restitution, 
would be much more likely to fix 
whatever was wrong in Sally’s 
heart that made her want to pull 
out Mary's doll’s hair. We can 
safely follow the plain commands 
of the Bible and know we are on 
the right track.
